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§ Politics by Bets 


For better or wore, Calgary has 
flways enjoyed the reputation of being 
a great sporting town. Now logiti- 
mate sport is a good thing, a thing to 
be encouraged; without it we should 
be in the hopeless condition of what 
the Wetaskiwin sage has immortal- 
ined under the name of “a community 
of stuffs.” The Herald ie not here to 
quarre! with the gentlemen who com- 


prise the local sporting element and

against them as long as they keep 
within due legal bounds. The sports 


are all right if they etick to sport. 
Nobody will seriously object if they 
confine their genial pleasantries to 
horse racing, poker, the prize ring 
and kindred objects, But when their 
operations threaten the safety of our 
representative institutions and turn 
the poiling booth into a farce it is 
time to cali a halt and consider 
where we are At. 

The question to be decided is; does 
a system of organized gambling on 
the result of an election prevent a fair 
expression of public opinion at the 
polis? If so, to what extent, and 
what is the remedy demanded? 

That an organized system of bet- 
ting on the elections fn East and 
West Calgary exists {s a fact only too 
well known, Bookmakers have been 
ac work for several weeks, and before 
election day some thousands of dol- 
lars will have been put up on one 
candidate or another, We have heard 
of one bet of $1,000 to $100 against a 


eandidate, Several others are = re- 
ported running from $5 to $200. The 
syndicates have bulletin 


betting 
boards up in the hotels announcing 


the terms on which bets will be 
taken, On certain candidates bets of 
two to one are taken that they will 
be elected. On others even money is 
accepted, On others slx to five, seven 
to five, and sometimes ten to one and 
even fifteen to one, The method of 
the syndicates ie to bet invariably 
against a candidate; that is that he 
will be defeated. They will never bet 
that any particular candidate will be 
elected. If you wish to bet that a cer- 
tain man will head the poll, the book- 
maker will bet that he won't. If you 
are willing to bank on your candidate 
getting first or second place, the ob- 
liging book-maker will readily ae- 
commodate you. No limit is placed 
on the amount of the bets. 

The methods of the book-makers 
are probably as fair and equitable as 
betting can be, the odda being based 
on each candidate's estimated chances. 
But that point it is no part of our 
business to discuss now—gambling 
per se if not the subject under dis- 
cuesion, Incidentally, however, it 
may be stated that the book-making 
syndicates are not in the game for 
purely philanthropic reasons. Their 
system places three-fourths of the 
risk on the public. The syndicates 
are bound to win seventy-five of the 
bets, provided they are distributed 
evenly on the candidates in the field. 

Take a sample case, Suppose the 
syndicate takes a hundred doiiar bet 
on each of the four candidates dn 
West Calgary. The uninitiated might 
conclude from this that the syndicate 
was risking $400, Not at all. As it 
is betting on the defeat of the can- 
didates and as three candidates are 
certain to be defeated it follows that 
the syndicate must win $300 out of the 
$400. It is a dead sure thing that the 
men behind the table have a lead pipe 
inch. Bue as we Indicated before we 
are not here to protect people who 
gamble. As a general rule they know 
what they are doing and if they lose 
it is nobody else's funeral. 

The thing to consider is, what is the 
effect of all this heavy betting on the 
result of the election? It is not un- 
reasonable to assume that the man 
who stakes a large sum of money on 
any particular candidate will use 
every means in his power to secure 
that candidate’s election, The bigger 
his gamble the harder he will work. 
Suppose for example two men have 
bet $200 against $2,000 that Candidate 
Jones will head the poll. Suppose our 
two plungers are not over scrupulous 
and get out on election day to buy 
votes. We believe such things are not 
altogether unheard of in elections, A 
hundred yotes at $6 each would only 
cost $500 and would probably = put 
their candidate in. The plungers 
would net a coc! $1,500 as haterest on 
their $200 and would not have to 
work very hard either, 

Thia of course would be a dead 
snap for the gambiers, Also for the 
eandidate, Rut what about the pub- 
lic? What abvut the sacredness and 
safety of the ballot? What about the 
debauched electorate, to say nothing 
about an inferior candidate being 
foisted on the people? What is the 
use of holding public meetings, 
spending money om cahvasses, “of all 
this talk about improving the calibre 
of our representation? What has be- 
come of the common #ense of a people 
who will howl and kick for four 
years about the nonentitles who are 
elected to reprecent them in the As- 
sembly when they eubmit to laws 
which make it possible for elections 
to be decided by bate? 

Under such a system there is not 
the slightest guarantee that the beet 
man will win, It is not @ question of 
whether this or that candidate has 
brains, or speaking ability, or educa- 
tion, or honesty or any useful attri- 
bute whatever, but whether there is 
enough money up on him to make ft 
worth while to secure his e'eetion, It 
is not a question of platforms, or of 
principles, but of bets. The laws

Whatever objectionable feaiuics 
might accompany the inireducuon of 
Federal partyism in jocal politics 
there is one good point to be made in 
its favor: it would annihiiate minor- 
ity representation. 

Under the present system of lack of 
eystom, elections to the Assembly 
have developed into ectfambles. In 
South Regina there were a. one time 
eight candidates—all self nominated— 
who considered themselves capable of 
representing the constituency. In each 
of the twoCaigarys four men are 
seoking the favor of the electors. In 
High River there are five candidates. 
in Red Deer three, in Edmonton three 
and in some of the other districts 
similar evidence of a  fre-for-all 
ecrambie is observable, 

in many case« the votes will be 
distribuied with a beautiful and 
touching impartiality among three or 
four aspirants. in such an_ event, 
with say 600 votes in a constituency 
iu is quite conceivable that the suc- 
cessiul candidate would go to Regina 
representing lessthan a third of the 
electors. in West Calgary for in- 
stance it ja estimated that 220 votes 
out of over 700 will be sufficient to 
elect. The unsatisfactory nature of 
such a result, both to a solf respect- 
ing member and the constituency, 
can be easily realized. 

Under a party system such a con- 
tingency would be exceedingly im- 
probable, for vy conventions or other- 
wiee each party would be careful to 
concentrate its support on one can-~- 
didate. But according to the best 
sentiment of the country the time has 
not yet arrived for the introduction of 
party lines and we should be sorry to 
see the even tenor of the public busi- 
ness of the Territories disturbed by 
the appearance of Grit and Tory fac- 
tion at such an important crisis as 
we are entering on. 


Jt seems, however, desirable to con- | 


sider whether another remedy can be 
devised, Whether the number of can- 
didates could be expediently regulat- 
ed by legislation is a question the 
new Aesembly might discuss at its 
first session. There would no doubt 
be serious difficulties In carrying out 
any legislation on the subject. 

The most practical solution would 
be party organization on the lines of 
government and opposition, without 
regard to Dominion politics. British 
Columbia had no difficulty in handling 
its last elections in this way and it is 
probable that before another cam- 
paign occurs in the Territories time 
will have found its own solution on 
the lines suggested.

THE DISPUTED PRIZE 


“To the Editor : 


Sir: 1 was in your city on the 26th 
wult., and while icoeiag over the Daily 
Herald of that date I read a letter, 
signed by Joseph Fisher, containing 
some very remarkably unjust. state- 
ments in connexion with the equally 
remarkable and no less unjust bull 
award at the Okotoks fair. 

In the first place Mr. Fisher's com- 
plaint about his being made a scapc- 
goat is not a little amusing to those 
who stood around the cattle rings 
‘when the judging at the Okotoks and 
Daviebuzg shows was being done, and 
who. I fancy, will have very little di- 
fficulty in decid/ng whether my letter 
made a scadegoat of Mr. Fisher or 
he made a scapegoat of himaelf. 

If Mr. Fisher appears ridiculous in 
this affair he has only himeeif to 
blame, owing to the manner in which 
he tried to wrest the prize from Royal 
Standard at Davisburg, an attempt 
which failed when the directors call- 
ed in an acknoweldged authority like 
R. G. Robinson, At Okotoks Mr. 
Fisher succeeded in getting the deccie- 
jon reversed, much to the disapproval, 
as your correspondent indicated, of 
the spectators. 

I notice, Mr. Editor, that Mr.Fisher 
did not “scan over” any 10 or 20 dollar 
bills to cover that $100 of mine and 
decide the merits of the two bulls 
beyond any question. 

His reason is, forsooth, that he doce 
not want to “gamble with the mem- 
bers of the Dominion Btock saaoctia- 
tion.” He conveniently ignores my 
second propositio, to leave it to 10 of 
the best stockmen in Alberta. An 
intelligent public will draw its own 
conclusions from this fact as to whose 
is the weaker case, 

Mr. Fisher's remark that there are 
a great many points to consider in 
judging cattle in the show ring goes 
without saying, and there may also 
be secrets among judges “not known 
to all men,” 

I, repeat the statement made In my 
first. letter, that one of the judges at 
Okotoks told me he was in favor of 
Royal Standard being placed first. 

I give my straight denial to Mr. 
Fisher’s charge that I told Mr. Bolton 
when he bought his bull from Mr. 
Wright and myself that he was “the 
best bull ever imported to the coun- 
try, not even excepting Royal Stand- 
ard.” 

Mr. Fisher tells us he has been fn 
close touch with the best cattle men 
in England and Canada “ from a boy 
up.” I don’t think that any intelligent 
breeder would allow that Mr. Fisher 
ever a boy up to date as a judge of 
stock. 

It is a strange thing that men who 
have enjoyed such close proximity 
to the best breeders of England and 


Canada should waste their time and this very early morning (we pring purposes. 


money making little trial shipments 
to the English markets of old oxen 
and cattle without quality. 

Mr. Fisher's cheap sneers at the 
alleged mistakes of the Dominion 
Shorthorn Breeders association only 
confirms the weakness of his argu- 
ments. The members of that asso- 
ciation are men who have their whole 
reputations at stake and there are no 
higher authorities on stock matters 
in the country. 

As to his reflection en my business 
as an exporter of pure bred stock and 
my connexion with the Dominion 
association | will let it go for what 
it is worth. T will only say that per- 
haps | have done as much to develop 
the breeding of Shorthorn cattle in 
Canada as he has. In support of this 

I could refer to the fact that 1885 I 
gave a hundred dollar cup to be com- 
peted for by the breeders and feeders 
of the Guelph Fat Stock club at which 
1 had the honor to be present for 
several years to see the cattle scored 
and judged, until it was finally won 
by one of the best breeders in Can- 
ada, but | will leave the hornblowing 
business to Mr. Fisher. 

I have seen judging done where 
competitors were satisfied that they 
had Jearned something by coming be- 
fore good judges, but I consider that 
Mr. Fisher’s ruling comes far short of 
this high standard aimed at by all 


class judge a class and judge 
the first section quality, the next 
for what the animals might be in two 
or three years, and the next by what 
cxttle were 20 or 30 years ago. 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, let mo ro- 
mind Mr. Fisher that money talks, 
and seeing that he ts not couragous 
enough to take up my first offers I 
am willing to give him even a third 
choice, and it is this: As there ts 
some Hkeltheod of a Territorial Ex- 
hibition being held im Calgary next 
summer I will let my §100 remain 
in you hands for 30 days for Mr. Fish- 
er or his supporters, if he has any— 
to cover and I wil forfeit that sum if 
at that exhibition Royal Standard is 
not proved to be a better bull than 
his so-called rival, if he is exhibited, 

T am not in hab,t, Mr. Kditor of 

rushing into print and my oniy ex- 
cuse for troubling you at this length 
is that { consider I am fully justified 
in defending my property whefi it is 
unjuetly attacked, as Royal Standard 
has been.
